OKLAHOMA STATUTES NO GOOD 


Editors of Laws Condensed Them. 
—State Loses $30,000. 


Guthrie. Ok a., Feb. 
6.—That the 
statutes of 19us are nothing but a 
digest of the laws of tile state of 
Oklahoma aud That they do not con­ 
tain or purport to contain a trite and 
* correct 
copy 
of 
the 
laws 
of the 
state, is the finding of the senate 
legal advisory committee as a result 
of an investigation into tin* numerous 
errors and omissions in the volume. 
The only explanation of the ex­ 
isting condition which the committee 
is able to give is that the editors 
^ 
of the volume, who were appointed 
by the supreme court, thought that 
they had a right to condense the 
contents of the laws, to save space 
and 
give 
what 
they 
considered 
a 
'correct interpretation of the laws, 
basing this view upon the wording 
of the statute passed by 
the last 
legislature which authorized the pub­ 
lication of the volume. 
The com- 
mittee report does not express any 
^ concurrence with this view of the 
law as ex prosed by the editors but 
merely 
gives their version 
of the 
matter. 
As 
:> 
result of its 
findings 
the 
committee recommends that all ref­ 
erences 
to 
existing 
laws 
in 
bills 
amending or repealing statutes 
be 
* made to lite statutes of I o 
r lite 
subsequent session laws. 
“We should cease to refer to the 
opinions expressed in this book cs 
to what the law is,” said Senator 
Themas, chairman of the committee, 
in 
presenting 
its 
report, ‘ but 
go 
♦ jack to the law itself.” 
This report of the legal advisory 
committee refers only to the utility 
of the new statutes for reference, 
which is pronounced’ to be nil. 
A 
joint committee of the two houses 
is at present engaged in a general 
investigation

many ceu- 


turiet, old, says the London 
Times. 


Four yards and a half oP the 
best 


black cloth have been sent lo each of 
the following: 
The lord chancellor, 


the lord cbiet justice, the master of 
the rolls, the lord chamberlain, 
the 


vice-chamberlain, tho lord steward, the 
treasurer and comptroller of his ma- 
jesty's husehold. the home secretary, 
(he/secretary of state Tor foreign af- 
fairs, 1hc attorney general, 
the 
so- 


licitor general, Ihe recorder, the cham- 
berlain and the common sergeant. The 
town cleik receives six yards of black 
cloth and six yards of green cloth, and 
his principal clerk four yards of each. 
The origin of this cnsiom is thus ex- 
plained:
